The boat was recognized as the one

is an oozy mass of mud and trciuJierops 
quicksand, ont of which shoot thousands 
of water lily stems. Evidently Lind- 
berg had shot a couple of ducks—the 
dead birds were floating near by on the 
water—and in attempting to pick thorn 
up had capsized the frail boat. Kis feet 
became tangled in tho web of water lily 
vines, and ho coiild not extricate him^oif- 
from the quicksand, into which he tank 
inch by inch until lie was drawn under 
the water and drowned. The body waa 
nearly buried in tho mud when the 
searchers recovered it.—St. Paul Pioneer 
Press.

THE PARLIAMENT OF RELIGION. 


Some of the Things It Accomplished of J:» 


pecial Interest to Christians. 


Now that the parliament of religion in 


Chicago has ended, it is pertinent to ash 
what it has accomplished. The inquiry 
Is a difficult one to answer, for no tangi- 
ble results were to be looked for from 
stich a gathering. Jt recorded no vote 
on any of the questions discussed, and 
to all outward seeming it left things 
just as they were before. Nevertheless 
the plain and unbiased people of the 
coantry who have read of its doings 
have formed some sort of opinion as to 
the points at issue. And that opinion, 
whatever it may bo, is the exact measure 
of what the parliament accomplished. 


We believe that because of the parlia- 


ment American Christiana havo come to 
recognize more clearly than ever before 
the fact that there are other religious 
than Christianity. It makes no differ- 
ence whether these other religions era 
regarded as wholly or only partly false. 
In either case they are still religions, by 
means of which hundreds of millions of 
people find some sort of consolation and 
hope, and which at least attempt to give 
a rational explanation of the problem of 
life and destiny. 


We may go even further and say that 


the parliament has proved the other 
world religions to be at one with Chris- 
tianity in^many essential points of be- 
lief and practice. And it has also shown 
that some of the popular conceptions cf 
"heathenism" are grossly inaccurate 
^But while Christians havo thus gai; p,l 
a truer knowledge of what is ;,oo.. n 
the other religion, and we hope a laiger 
charity, they have so?n nothing in them 
which will in the slightest degree weak- 
en their preference for their own re 
hgion.—-New York Tribune.

The Superintendent of tho San Fran- 


cisco Mint has received orders from 
the Director of the Mint to coin silver 
dollars without increasing the force at 
the mint or interfering with the coin- 
age of gold. This indicates that when 
there is nothing else to do at the mint 
the Superintendent is to set the em- 
ployes at work coining silver dollars— 
a sort of rainy day job, as it were. The 
coinage of silver dollars was totally 
suspended June 1st, for the alleged 
reason that there was no demand for 
such coins. S'x weeks later silver doj- 
lars commanded a premium in gold in 
New York city and the Treasury could 
not supply the demand for them; yet 
tha coinage of such dollars was not re- 
sumed. 
Now the order is issued Jo 


cam silver dollars when there is noth- 
ing else to do at the San Francisco 
mint. Does this imply that there is a 
demand for silver dollars or that silver 
is to be coined to partly make up the 
monthly detiuit in the Treasury 1 
It is deplorable, to say the least, that 


the coinage of one-half the money of 
the country is dependent upon the 
whimsaud vagaries of a Secretary of the 
Treasury or Director of the Mint, who 
is not elected by nor in. ar.y manner 
responsible to the people. Tlie mints, 
like mails, should be run for the con- 
venience of tho public and should not 
be subject to the discretion of any one 
individual.

WAS BAKTH THE MURDERKH? 


Tho Escaped Convict is Tlioujjlit to Ha\ e 


Been the Plan Who Killed Williams. 
Several days ago the JOCKNAL pub- 


lished an account of the finding of the 
body of a man on the summit of the 
Sierra Nevadas in Mono county, Cali- 
fornia. The man has been identified 
as Frank Augustine Williams, better 
known by the name of "Magpie Will- 
iams," late of Pine Grove, Nevada. He 
was an eccentric person, 30 years of 
age and a native of Canada. He was 
blind in one eye, the sight of the other 
being good. He left Pine Grove with a 
bundle of blankets and was mounted 
on a buckskin mare. "The animal was 
about M years old, had a white stripe 
the length of the face, both hind legs 
from the knees down were white, and 
also the left foreleg, the right foreleg 
having a little white on it. The ani- 
mal was branded on the left hip with 
the letters CH which were inverted, 
and her weight was about 1,000 pounds. 


Some few weeks ago Walter Earth, 


who was sent from Ormsby county to 
the State Prison for a number of years 
for the crime of burglary, escaped from 
the institution. He was aided in gain- 
ing liberty by friends, as recent events 
have proved. The convict was seen 
near Carson on different occasions, but 
always was successful in eluding the 
officers who were looking for him. 
About two weeks before Williams was 
murdered Barth was seen near Gard- 
nerville, Douglas county, and was at 
the time making his way south. It is 
now thought that Barth, who is con- 
sidered a desperate 
criminal, met 


"Magpie" Williams on the summit of 
the Sierra Nevadas on October 20th, 
shot him, robbed his body, took his 
horse and blankets and continued on 
south with a view of escaping into 
Mexico. It is known tbat Barth is a 
man who would not stop if he could 
gain anything by committing murder. 
He nas always been suspected of being 
t'he person who killed a man near the 
box factory in Carson several years 
ago, his object being robbery.

What a Delegate Krom Nevada to the 


Chicago 
Convention say» 
on the 


Silver Question.

EDITOE NEVADA STATE JOUBNAL:—SIB, 


In your issue of October 31st headed 
" Will the Democrats redeem their 
pledges," I observe this paragraph. 


"General R. AL Clarke, who was a 
delegate from Nevada to the Chicago 
Convention, asserted upon his return 
that the National Democratic Platform 
meant free coinage of both gold and 
silver, and that every member of the 
committee on platform so constructed 
it, except ex-Congressman Patterson 
of Colorado, who insisted that the word 
'free' should be inserted before the 
words 'coinage of both Rold and 
silver.'" 
Is General Clarke yet of the opinion 
;hat the clause referred to meant free 
oiaage, and if so, does he believe that 
Democrats in congress will pass a free 
coinage bill, and that the President 
will sign it?" 


Before I give a direct answer to 


your question, permit me to congrdtu- 
ate the whole country and particu- 
arly those who wish to see the metal 
silver restored to its money function, 
upon the certainty of the repeal of 
;hat most hurtful, unwise and vicious 
aw commonly called the Sherman 
Silver Purchasing Bill. 


That act did not, as is commonly be- 


lieved in Nevada, provide for free coin- 
age in any sense. In place of provid- 
ing for coining silver into money, as 
;he Constitution requires, it suspends 
;he coinage of silver ^dollars, except in 
the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury wlten necessary for the redemp- 
tion of Tree 
ry \notes, compels the pur- 


jhase of 4,500,000 ounces of metallic 
silver each month, stores it in vaults 
n the Treasury, and issues in pay- 
ment Treasury notes, representing on 
heir face the gold value of the bvllion pur- 
chased, the notes so issued to be a ten- 
der for payment of public and private 
debts where not othenvite stipulated in the 
ontract. Thus the statute deprives the 
metal silver of its money function, de- 
grades it to a mere commodity, mea- 
sures its value by the gold standard, 
establishes gold monometalism, and 
puts in the Treasury-note dollar as 
much silver as the gold dollar will buy 
in the open markets of the world, 
which (quoting silver at seventy cents 
an ounce) would put into each treas- 
ury note dollar siv hundred and eighty- 
jive and seven-tenths grains, or tjiree hun- 
dred and fourteen and four-tenths grains 
in e.vcens of the silver in the standard dol- 


r. 
Why the effort of the Administra- 


tion and of Democrats in Congress to 
repeal such a law as this should be 
oustrued as opposition to the free 
:oinage of silver, or in violation of 
pledges, passes my comprehension. 


For my part, I consider the purchas- 


ing clause of the Sherman bill the 
most vicious and pernicious legislation 
aver passed by a Congress of 
the 


United States. 


And now, to give a direct answer to 


your question. I am certainly of the 
jpinion that the financial clause of the 
Chicago platform meant free coinage, 
and pledged the Democratic party and 
Mr. Cleveland, who was the candidate 
of the Democratic party upon that 
platform, to the coiuage of both gold 
ind silver upon terms of perfect equal- 
ity, without discrimination against 
either metal; and I certainly believe, 
ind I see no reason why I should 
doubt, that the Democrats in Con- 
gress will pass a free coinage b 11, and 
;hat the President will sign it. In evi- 
dence of this belief, I beg to remind 
you that each and all of the political 
parties in their national platforms for 
1892 unhesitatingly declared for the 
coinage and use of both gold and silver 
money, and that no party or faction, or, 
so far as I know, member of Congress, 
has declared to the contrary. 


The Republicans said: 
"The American people, from tradi- 


;ion 
and interest, favor bimetallism, 


and the Republican party demands the 
use of both gold and silver as standard 
money, with such restrictions and un- 
der such provisions to be determined 
>y limitation as will secure the main- 
ienance of parity of values of the two 
metals so that the purchasing and debt 
oaying power of the dollar, whether o2 
Sold, silver or paper shall be at all 
ames equal." 


The Democrats said: 
" We hold to the use of both gold and 


silver as the standard money of the 
jountry, and to the coinage of both 
^old and silver without discriminat- 
ng against either metal, or charge for 
mintage, but the dollar unit of coinage 
of both metals must be of equal intrin- 
sic and exchangeable value." 


The Populists said: 
" We demand a national currency, 


safe, sound and flexible." * * "We 
demand the free and unlimited coinage 
of gold and silver at the present legal 
ratio of sixteen to one." 


Thus, it will be seen, the three na- 


tional parties distinctly declare for 
aimetallism, and for the free coinage of 
metallic silver into money. The Re- 
publican and Democratic parties de- 
mand that each dollar, whether of 
silver or gold, shall be equal and 
intrinsically worth one hundred cents; 
while the Populists demand the coin- 
age of both metals upon a fixed and 
arbitrary ratio of sixteen parts of silver 
to one part of gold, the sole difference 
between them being the ratio of the 
metal to be put in the coins. 


Moreover, and in farther evidence 


that my opinion is well founded, when 
Congress met in special session, in 
obedience to the call of the President, 
the radical silver men, with Bland and 
Stewart among them, in caucus assem- 
bled, declared by resolution in favor of 
the coinage of silver " on such ratio as 
mill pro vide and maintain a parity between 
gold and tilver." 


In the repeal bill which has just 


passed the Senate is contained a solemn 
declaration favoring the coinage and 
use of both gold and silver money with- 
out 
discriminating 
againrt 
either

metal, the coinage of both metals to be 
of equal, intrinsic and exchangeable 
raltie, the power of every dollar to be 
equal in the markets and in the pay- 
ment of debts. 


The very language of the Democratic 


resolution adopted at Chicago is in- 
serted in the bill, as a solemn declara- j 
tion of principle, which will firmly 
bind, not only the members of Con- 
gress who vote for the repeal bill, but 
likewise the Executive who will ap- 
prove it. 
With the Democratic Sen- 


ators and ^Representatives in Congress, 
and the President himself, so soleinly 
pledged to the free coinage and use of 
both gold and silver I cannot doubt, 
nor is there any reason to doubt, that 
they will, at the proper time, faithfully 
discharge these pledges. 
So far, at 


least, nothing has transpired to justify 
the belief that they will falsify their 
promises and prove recreant to the 
principles they have so often and so 
recently professed. 


You will not forget, I trust, that the 


present session of Congress is special; 
called in emergency, and for the sole 
expressed purpose of repealing the 
Sherman purchasing law, and many 
good men think that the legislation of 
the special session should be limited 
to the express purpose for which the 
session was called. 


But, be this as it may, we certainly 


have the most abundant proofs, if the 
declarations and promises of the peo- 
ple's Representatives in Congress can 
betaken in good faith that every party 
and faction in both Houses of Congress 
favor the coinage and use of both gold 
and silver money, and that tho differ- 
ence and contention, if there be any 
difference between the parties and fac- 
tions or individual members, relates to 
the ratio, and not to the more material 
matter of coinage. 


There are in Congress men who be- 


lieve that-bimetalijsm can be secured 
by opening the mints to the free coin- 
age of both gold and silver upon the 
old ratio of 16 parts of silver to 1 part 
gold. These men teach and believe 
that the opening of the mints to the 
coinage of silver upon the ratio of value 
which existed prior to 1873, will have 
the effoct to raise the co iimercial value 
of the metal silver from 72 cents an 
ounce to $1 29 an ounce, and at the 
same time raise the commercial value 
of all other commodities in a like pro- 
portion; whilst asto gold it will have 
the effect of bringing down its purchas- 
ing power and reducing its commercial 
value. There are others who believe 
that no such effect would follow; that 
the mere opening of the mints of the 
United States to the free coinage of 
silver upon the ratio of 16 parts of sil- 
ver to 1 part of gold would have the 
effect to expel gold from the mints and 
from circulation, advance gold to a 
premium and substitute silver mono- 
metalism for the gold monometalism 
which now prevails; that to put 50 cents 
worth of metallic value in a coin in 
place of 100 cents would be to substi- 
tute a cheaper stand irdand measure of 
values for the one which now prevails, 
and that the apparent advance in the 
price of silver and other commodities 
would not be real, but fictitious; and 
that wage-workers; and all persons 
whose compensation is fixed by law or 
in the contract would suffer for the 
reason that commodities measured by 
the new standard of values would be 
doubled in price, whilst their wages 
and compensations would remain as 
before. 


What you say of the understanding 


between the members of the Commit- 
tee on Platform as to what the plat- 


mittee; and the resolution provided for 
the use of both gold aud silver as 
standard money of the country and 
provided for the coinage of both, with- 
out 
discriminating 
against 
either 


metal, and as gold was now coined 
"free" the resolution plainly meant 
that silver should also 
be eoinej 


free." Other members of the com- 


mittee concurred in this view, Indeed, 
no one capable of construing and 
who wishes honestly to construe the 
English language can think other- 
wise. 


I cannot conclude this communica- 


tion without expressing my surprise 
and disappointment, consid ering the 
platforms of the great parties and the 
professions and declarations of mem- 
bers of Congress, that no party, faction 
or individual has been found with 
courage enough, or honesty enough, 
to bring forward a measure embodying 
the principle of free and unlimited 
coinage o£ both gold and silver, on 
terms of equality, and upon the ratio 
of parity of value, as plainly contem- 
plated by the Constitution of the 
United States. 


Can it be possible (hat the prominent ad- 


vocates of free coinage are determined to 
keep the question open for political effect ? 


Are there those who will not willingly 


see the hobby killed which has in the 
past, and which they hope will in the 
future carry them into power, and con- 
tinue their prominence 
before the 


country?

Agricultural Society met again yester- 
day to discuss Midwinter fair matters. 
There were present President W. O. H. 
Martin- J. R. Bradley, C. C. Powniug, 
W. D. Phillips, T. K. Hymers, M. D. 
Foley, P. H. Mulcahy and Secretary C. 
H. Stoddard. 


The Board was officially informed 


that Nevada could have 1,500 square 
feet of floor space for $1,800. 


Governor Colcord, who was present, 


expressed surprise Lhat a charge should 
be made for space, as he had received a 
pressing invitation to send an exhibit 
from this State to the Fair. 


The Board decided to apply for 1,500

The Steamer Thomas Anderson Meets With 


Thrilling and Unusual Experience. 


The British tramp steamship Thomas 


Anderson, 16 days out from Hamburg, 
arrived in New York recently with a 
general cargo and some interesting data 
concerning Atlantic waterspouts. The 
vessel was 130 miles east of Sandy Hook 
Friday when First Officer Hardaker ob- 
served a heavy, black cloud. The mass 
of vapor writhed and rolled, and when 
it was half a mile dead ahead of the An- 
derson a solid bank of water suddenly 
rose from the sea. Whirling on its base, 
white with foam, the waterspout went 
tip to meet the cloud. Half way to the 
edge of the scud the waterspout sudden- 
ly collapsed, and with a roar and a 
crash tho whole mass of water tumbled 
back into the sea. 


The Anderson 10 minutes later passed 


over the spot where the spout had risen. 
The ocean was still in turmoil, and the 
steamship rocked heavily. Sho had hard- 
ly crossed tho disturbed area when the 
wind veered, and a few moments later 
four inoro spouts arose, two on each side 
of the steamship. They circled around 
in uncomfortable proximity, and while 
the vessel passed between them another 
rose directly astern. "When the Ander- 
son was a long way off, the spouts were 
still wheeling along the sea.

To Kecognlze \Var Operators. 


A bill introduced in the senate by Mr. 


Hill of Ne-VY York provides for the rec- 
ognition of the services of the men who 
went to the front during the war in the 
capacity of telegraph operators, and 
who, 
although they may have served all 


through tho great struggle, frequently 
exposed to tho dangers of war and en- 
gaged in the most hazardous of under- 
takings, have never been classified as 
soldiers or enlisted men. The bill pro- 
vides that all persons engaged in the op- 
eration and construction of military tel- 
egraph lines during the war of the re- 
bellion are declared to have been a part 
of the army of tho United States, and 
tho secretary of war is directed to pre- 
pare a roll of such persons, and to issue 
to each upon application, unless it shall 
appear that his service was not credit- 
ably performed, a certificate of honor- 
able discharge reciting the act and the 
term anc character of the service. The 
bill expressly provides that it shall not 
bo construed to entitle the persons men- 
tioned to any pay, allowance, bounty 
or pension other than that heretofore 
received by them.

dy Hook—What They Can Do. 


New York harbor will shortly be 


guarded by a battery of dynainito guns. 
now being placed in position at Sandy 
Hook. These guns, three in rmmber, 
two 15 inch caliber and one 8 inch, were 
provided for by the recent congress. 
. Work on the foundations for the Runs 
) has been going on for several \veo!rs, and 


ill-. S. D. Schuyler, vice president of the 
'neumatio Torpedo and Construction 
ouipany, said that at least one of the 
;uns will be ready for testing within a 
ew weeks. 
The test, which -will bo made merely 
o aseprtuin it' his gun is perfect and not 
or range or .ii;cnm:'y. will be made lin- 
er tho snpervi-'ion of Captain Gordon, 
J. W. A., the resident inspector at the 
West Point foundry at Cold Springs, 
vhore the guns were built, and Captain 
John Rapieff. tho chief engineer of Mr. 
Schuyler's company. The 15 inch guns 
vill bo 50 feet long. They can drop 60 • 
)ounda of dynamite nearly four miles 
iway, or 300 pounds for considerably 
over a mile. As the channel for deep 
water vessels extends only about a mile 
'roin Sandy Hook, warships entering 
the harbor would bo exposed to theheav- 
.est charges fired by those guns. At all 
ranges the guns can place 75 per cent of 
;heir projectiles within a rectangle 90 
feet wide by SOO long, about the target 
usually presented by a vessel. 


The full caliber shell or projectile will 


weigh 1,000 pounds, the explosive charge 
weighing 500 pounds. The 15 inch guns, 
when under firing pressure of 1,000 
pounds per aquare inch, can throw at 
least 20 of these projectiles, carrying al- 
together 10,000 pounds of dynamite a 
distance of ono mile in half fin hour.
